The fire originated in the 
cooperage in the building, on the north- 
west corner, and was discovered at 
five minutes past 12 o'clock by the 
night-watchman, Alfred M. Ganun, son of 
Jackson Gaoun, the Superintendent of the 
Market. An immedlate alarm was given, 
but the flames had already made great head: 
way, and extended through the cooperage 
along the beams of the building. 
The whole roof was ablaze _ before 
the engines arrived, The sky was 
filled with a lurid glare, and dense volumes 
of smoke ascended from the burning struct- 
ure. Soona strong wind from the north 
arose, and the flames were fanned into ap- 
pailing ferceness. Three alarms were sent 
out’ in a few minutes, and in a 
short time fifteen engines and any number 
of hook and ladder companies were on the 
ground. The firémen worked with their 
usual alacrity, but the flames continued to 
gain on them and seemed to hur! back de- 
fiance at the efforts put forth to 
bring them under control.

ANOTHER of those terrible colliery acci- 
dents which are a disgrage to English engineer- 
ing skill and to the huma#ity of Enelish employ- 
ers Oceurred at Seaham, near Sunderland, in 
Darhiinfehire,Hngland, yesterday. By the ex- 
plosios of some foul gas the shafts leading into 
the mines were and about 200 miners 
have been buried alive. Fifty-seven men have al- 
ready been extricated from the living tomb, and 
there is no doubt that many more are still living 
and may be gaved. The great. majority of the

was to prevent such terrible accidents that the 
Employers’ Liability act was passed during the 
session of the British Parliament just closed. 
There is a prospect that the proprietors of the 
Seaham Colliery will be mdicted in heavy 
damages, and, if so, English coal-mine owners 
will be more cautious about the safety of their 
men, and will employ engineers of greater skill 
than they have been in the habit of doing. 
From the very nature of Baglish coal. accidents 
lik thé Ri d the Seaham ones can only be 
prevented by extreme precaution and gréat 
skill in neutralizing the deadly gases issuing 
from the coal veins. That many of the acci- 
dents could have beon prevented by vigilance 
and skill is beyond question, but that the class 
of men who have created what Cobden calied 
the dell- holes of the Black Country could 
be moved to humane actions until ¢ompelled to 
do so was scarcely to be expected.

THE WESTERN INDIANA RAILROAD CASE.

New York, Sept.8—The Public says: The 
most remarkable feature of the exchanges for 
August s a comparative decline at New York, 
for which transactions in the Stock Exchange 
by no means account. It was explained last 
week that the returnsof speculative transac- 
tions, vitherin stocks or in grain or cotton, 
faried to account for the smal! increase in the 
exchanges at New York at a time when ex 
changes elsewhere showed a large increase. The 
monthly statement presents the same contrast. 
San Francisco is the only other city at which the 
exchanges do not exceed those of August, 1870. 
by more than the difference in prices, and no 
difference in speculative activity explains the 
relative smalluess of exchanges here. On the 
other hand, the gain at other cities is large and 
healthy everywhere, except at San Francisco. 
Nor can it be said that business at New York is 
dull, for the streets and docks are crowded with 
the goods sold for the falitrade. These trans- 
actions, however, are nöt fully felt in the bank 
exchanges until after two or three weeks.

In the sugar market there is still a good deal of 
excitement, on account of the urgent character 
of the demand and the totally inadequate sup- 
ply. A’s and extra C’s are especially scarce. and 
there is nothing in the way of a sharp advance 
were holders disposed to take advantage of the 
situation. Coffees, teas, sirups, and spices were 
firm. There was a quiet and unchanged market 
for fish. Dried fruits were in light request. with 
raisins, prunes, and currants ruling easy. Prices 
of butter were firm, in response toan advance 
at the East. Cheese was dull and heavy, the 
New York market being depressed. The changes 
in the oil market were le in naphtha and gaso- 
line, and 4c in carbons. Coal, pig-iron, leather, 
and bagging were quoted as before. 

At the lumber-yards the sales of pine product 
continue large. The cargo market was mod- 
erately active. The receipts were liberal, and it 
isthought the fleet is nearly all in. Small ar- 
rivals are expected next week. as the vessels 
now in port are wind-bound, and few have left 
for the other shore. Wool was steady and quiet. 
Broom-corn is selling more freely, prices chang- 
ing little. New coru is arriving in small lots.

The exports of dairy procucts from New York 
for the week ending Sept. 4 included 27,243 pkgs 
of butter and 66,095 boxes cheese. 

The shipments of wheat from New York last 
Monday included 17,000 bu to Copenhagen, 19,000 
bu to Stockholm, 9,000 bu to Rotterdam, 103,000 
bu to Antwerp, 33.000 bu to Hamburg, 24,000 bu 
to Bremen, and 274,000 bu to the United King- 
dom. Total, 479,000 bu, 

An Englishman in search of commercial in- 
formation astonisbed a well-posted man yester- 
day by asking: “ What is the ratio of percent- 
age of increase in your cereal acreage to that of 
immigration?” We need hardly say that the 
answer was, I do not know.“ 

A large number of hogs arrived here yester- 
day from Indiana, Ohio, and Michigan.” This 
means that people here are paying better prices 
for the animul than can be obtained further 
east minus cost of transportation. The act- 
ive speculation that is so often witnessed here 
as to be almost a steady fact in our history, isa 
great stimulus to prices which pay the producer 
for his investment and toil. It is that which 
draws hogs to Chicago from the neighborhood of 
Cincinnati and Detroit, corn from past St. Louis, 
and wheat from beyond Milwaukee. 

A Milwaukee observer has figured up the to- 
tal of the daily declines reported by Beerbohm 
since the end of 1879, and finds them to amount 
to 149 shillings per quarter. We have not taken 
the trouble to verify the statement, but it is 
probably not far from the truth. 

Europe has already taken some 40,000,000 bu of 
our wheat since thetime from which statisticians 
dated the beginning of the new crop year, and 
will take at least 60,000,000 more before Janu- 
ary unless prices should advance so much u to 
check the demand. If we have disposed of 
100,000,000 bu by New-Year’s Day there need be 
little fear of a surplus hanging heavily on our 
hands during the rest of the cereal year. Beer- 
bonm telegraphed yesterday that the shipments 
from the Baltic, Black, and Azov Seas have been 
very small. 

The Daily Commercial Bulletin gives reports 
from 257 counties in the Northwest concerning 
the oat crop. These returus indicate a smaller 
crop than that of 1879. Ulinois, the most im- 
portant State, shows a falling off, only about 
one-half the counties reporting an average to a 
good crop, and the weight in many sections is 
light. lowa reports a good crop of excellent 
quality. In Northern Missouri, Nebraska, 
and Kansas the production was short- 
ened by dry and unsuitable weather. 
An unusually good crop is reported in Wiscon- 
sin, anda gain of 21% per centin acreage in 
Minnesota. The reports from the latter State 
are the most favorabie of all. Towa, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota doubtless have a surplus, which 
will make good any deficiency in the other 
States tributary to this market.

DEATH OF CAPT. BEN WILKINS. 
Capt. Ben Wilkens, with the exeeption of 


Capt. Fred & Miller perhaps, the oldest steam- » 


boat commander on the lakes, has passed away. 
He died at his home in Erie early yesterday 
morning of paralysis. Intelligence of the sad 
event was conveyed to the Anchor Line agency 
in this city by telegraph, and immediately there- 
after the flags upon the warehouse of the line 
and upon the propeller Alaska were hoisted at 
haif-mast as a token of respect for the deceased. 
In the course of the afternoon THz TRIBUNE re- 
porter called upon Capt. A. T. Spencer, a 
friend of the deceased from boyhood, 
for facts connected with his career, and 
obtained them as follows: Capt. 

was g born in Erie about the year 154. 
His father, Capt. Thomas Wilkins, at that time 
was master of a lake steamer, and it was there- 
fore natural that as he advanced in years the 
bent of Ben's mind should turn in the same di- 
rection. Capt. Spencer and Ben went to school 
together, and in 1&6 commenced steamboating 
in company, joining the crew of the Thomas 
Jefferson, of which Ben's father was the com- 
mander. They steumboated together for about 
thirteen or fourteen years, or until 1849 or 1850, 
during which period Capt. Thomas Wilkins suc- 
cessively commanded the steamers Missouri and 
Louisiana.

Literally speaking, he died in the bar- 
ness, for the paralytic stroke meant death from 
the outset. . Wilkins wasa man of many 
good parts. He was genial, whole-souled, gen- 
erous,and kind. All who met bim spoke well 
of bim; not one spoke il. The intelligence of 
his death will cause of regret in nearly 
every State in the Unien, for he bad carried 
pleasure-seekers and totrists in numbers from 
ul ot them. Capt. Wilkins leaves behind him a 
wife and six children,—four sons and two daugh- 
ters. The latter have ail reached the age of 
manhood and womanhood.

Rand, 
Esel, the weil- known Manitowoc shipwright, on 
u guarantee of an average speed of sixteen 
miles per hour. She will be suppifed with a 
beam engine from the works of Fietcher & Har- 
rison. New York. The cylinder of this engine 
will have 6)-iaches bore and 12 feet stroke. e 
beilers are to be built at the Detroit 
Dry-Dock Company's Boiler Works. They 
are each to be 18 = feet long and 
have shells 12 teet in diameter.
